FORCED TO CO-OPERATB

"The business turnover of the far- 


mers' co-operative body in Minnesota

work overtime getting out some ma- 
terial to -eplace some Wabash bridges 
burned near Forrest.

Because of the shut down 
of many Illinois coal mines and a 
threatened strike in still more, rail- 
roads have put out an emergency or- 
der taking nearly all coal for com- 
mercial use for protection of the rail- 
roads anil to keep trains moving.
